The suggestion that Edmonton and 
Calgay both. had urged upon the Leg 
islature that they be allowed to levy 
some form of income tax, bore unex- 
pected fruit. 

The Legislature had put before it 
the propdsal ithat an inconie tax be 
levied for the benefit of the province 
at large, which would effectually pre- 
clude the possibility-of the two cities 
of Alberta benefiting directly from 
any form of income tax levied ypon 
their ‘citizens. os 

The proposal came. from J. Russel 
Love, the Wainwright M:'L. A. who 
during the debate on the budget 
speech decaréd that an income tax 
was the ‘most equitable means of rais 
ing sufficient revenue to wipe out the 
annual deficit and to put the prov- 
ince. on a sound basis financially. 

It was also suggested by Mr. Love 
that the cities shoud not be allowed 
to impose any form of income tax. 
The amusement tax, or some other 
form of revenue now collected by the 
cities Ito take the place of taxes based 
on income now collected, he said. 

Mr. Love in the course’ of his ad- 
dress declared that some new sources 
of revenue must be secured if the 
province was to carry on without a 
deficit, and if the present Services 
were to be continued: 

Reductions could be made in dif- 
ferent directions by cutting down here 
and there, but the ultimate result 
would not greatly effect the budget 
from year to year. Curtailnients had 
been made by the government in. the 
operaition of the publice services dur 
ing the period from 1921 to 1923 
antounting to $1,000,000 but in spite 
this fact the increased interest 
charges had wiped out, all savings 
and left the province with ‘the annual 
deficit, he declared, 

In 1922 the cost of operating the 
public services was $8.555,000 and’ had 
been reduced to $7,688,000 in 1923. 

The land tax was one of the main 
sources ‘of revenue at the present 
time, hut the province has reached 
the stage industrially where it could 
not look to this form of taxaltion for 
its main revenue, he said. The prov- 
ince had developed industrially to on 
extent where the land was only the 
basis of a portion of the industry of 
the province, and as a result. land tax- 
ation’ was no longer an_ equitable

“The only Ipgical ‘tax to meet re-' 
quirements- is an ineome tax” Mr. 
Love declared. “I don’t want to see 
a deficit, and if there must be some 
source of revenue.” 

“The income tax is equitable, it re 
sults in every individual paying ac- 
cording to their capacity, and nothing 
could be more just than this,” he said 

Mr. Love contended that the prov 
ince had outgrown the present system 
of taxation. It had served the pur- 
pose while the main source of revenue 
was from agriculture, but ‘this time 
has passed. 

“In Saskatchewan - where agricul- 
ture is practically the only industry 
the land tax is still suitable, but in 
British Columbia and Alberta where 
industrial development is making ra 
pid strides, conditions are differemt,” 
he contended, ; 

In British Columbia forty one per 
cent of the revenue was collected 
through an income tax, Mr. Love said. 

Continuing he stated that the cost 
of collecting the Dominion income tax 
in Saskatchewan had been. consider- 
ably higher than in Alberta, indicating 
that it was not ‘suitable for the condi 
tions existing there. 

The cost of collecting $9,000,000 in 
come tax in Alberta was $305,000 
whie the $6,500,000 collected in Sask- 
atchewan had cost for collection $700,- 
000 in spite of the fact that there is a 
population in the province — 170,000 
larger than in Aberta. 

Mr. Love was opposed .to-the idea 
of allowing cities to impose income 
taxes of any: form, but suggested: that 
if the province decided to impose the 
that tthe citfes should be. given 
some ofthe revenue now collected. 
The amusement tax which is now col 
lected by the province might meet. the 
requirements of ithe cities, he said. 
.It was the contentién > of Mr. Love 
that if cities imposed an income tax 
that it would be collected from the

Sibbald is close to the eastern bor- 
der of the province on the Goose Lake 
line of the ©. N. R. For several years 
previous to 1923 the climatic condi- 
tions there wer about as unfavorable 
as anywhere in Alberta, But a farm- 
er in that vicinity, Mr. R. K, Bohan- 
non, who: formerly lived in Illionis, 
was ‘able to.show good results all 
through the lean seasons, and, even 
before last year’s crop restored gen- 
eral. confidence kept insisting that 
this was the best agricultural coun- 
iry in North America and ithere was 
something seriously wrong with those 
who thought of deserting it. 

Mr. Bohannon. has recently been 
heard from again. He has written a 
letter to the Youngstown Plain deal- 
er, in which he declares that ithere nev 
ér was a time in.history of the Can- 
adian..west when .-a man “could start 
farming here under more propitious 
circuntstances. He can buy horses for 
amlost his own -price and can even 


pick up. what machinery he needs 
very cheaply, Feed is plentiful and 
cheap. But the main ‘thing for him 


to consider is; according to Mr, Bo- 
hannon, the necessity of holding on to 


what he gets and keep out of debt. He} 


shouldn’t hire anything done that he 
can do himself, 

We have deluged with | farming 
hard luck stories of late. Whils the 
most of us have had the idea that it 
was unfair to blame the country for 
such . experiences, it is only a man 
who has gone through the mill him- 
self who can furnish a really effective 
answer. Mr Bohannon does ‘so. He. 
cites the case of two of his: neighbors 
in ordet to show how much the indi- 
vidual is responsibfe for success or 
failure. ‘ 

One of the men that he has in mind 
arrived fyom Illinois eight years ago 
| He had a wife and one .baby and no 
capital. But he rolled up his sleeves 
nd went to wofk on the farm operat 
by Mr Bohannon’s_ son, He lived 
in the granary the first year, and the 
next took up homestead fand and a 
pre-emption. Buying an outfit of oxen 
and a breaking plow on time, he 
broke all he could and put in a crop, 
He now has his half section all paid 
for and has as well been renting the 
farm of his former ymployer for the 
past four years. On this he raised 
10,000 bushels of wheat last year and 
3,000 on his own, ,

EATING FOR HEALTH 
} ee 

The human body needs fuei to sup+ 
ply heat to keep it warm and to give 
it energy to do work. It needs build- 
ing materials 
after it 
is gtown. .Tn additton to fuel and 
building material the body requires 
certain regulating substances to main- 
tain good health. 

One of the more important regulat 
ing. substances which we need in our 
daily food is caljed bulk or roughage, 
This roughage -consists of the coarse 
fibre celluolse of seeds the frame 
work of leaves, stems, roots and tu- 
bers and in both the frameworkfl and 
skins of fruits. 

It is not digested in the body ex- 
cept when it is young and tender and 
its usefulness lies in the fact that it 
aids in stimulating the muscular walls 
of the intestines, thereby causng food 
to move along the intestinal’ tract 
more rapidly and preventing abnormal 


jfermentation and absorption of delet 


crios substancés resulting therefrom. 

As has been previously. stated, cel- 
lulose is found in the bran or coats of 
seeds. It is itherefore important that 
the diet contain some cereal’ contain- 
ing the outer layers of the grain— 
such as oatmeal, whoe wheat, 
ham flour or water ground cornmeal 
—either asa breakfast cereal ‘or in 
muffins or other breads. Not only 
hoes this bran, furnish ‘roughage, but 
it contains other substanées w hich act 
as laxatives and which tend to keep 
the tree from waste pro- 
duets which are poisonous if retained 
too long in the body. Tn addition to 
the outer layers of the cereal (grains, 
the dict should ‘tontain some’ of the 
leafy vegetables, such as cabbage, ‘let- 
tuce, spinach or other greens,.as well 
as turnips, carrots, beets and onions 
AH of these give bulk and laxative 
salts to the die t -and aid in keeping 
the digestive tract clear and 
in good condition.
